[0007] In a first embodiment, the present invention provides a pharmaceutical agent 
comprising a carrier moiety and a therapeutically active peptide species, wherein the 
peptide is in the form aa„, where n is the number of amino acid residues in the peptide. 
Preferably, the carrier moiety comprises an aryl or alkyl group of sufficient length or 
steric bulk to protect the active peptide species from enzymatic degradation in vivo. 
More preferably, the carrier is selected from a group comprising cinnamoyl, benzoyl, 
phenylacetyl, 3,4-methylenedioxycinnamoyl, 3,4,5-trimethoxycinnamoyl, f- 
butoxycarbonyl, benzyloxycarbonyl, pivaloyl, N-9-fluorenylmethoxycarbonyl, and 
fumaroyl. Furthermore the carrier moiety can be chemically linked to a therapeutically 
active peptide species of the general formula aa n , where n is an integer from 2 to 40. In
